be on lire. 

Two warehouses lielonging to Dr. 
Henry Freidmaa aad another adjoin- 
ing, which beteaged to the Dan Mc- 
Namara estate, were in flames. The 
flnemen worked hard, but the flames 
had gained too much headway before 
they reached the scene, and the build- 
ings and contents were a total loss. 

One of the Friedman buildings was 
used by the Universal Tobacco Co., o? 
New York, and was stored with flne 
burley tobacco, to be used in making 
cigarettea The building and con- 
tents were totally destroyed. The loss 
will amount to $40,000 on the tobacco, 
which is fully covered by insurance. 
Another If the Freidman buildings 
was stored with leaf tobacco owned by 
Dr. Freidman, and was a total. l083. 
The stock in this building wM valued 
at 18,000, with 16,000 insunuDce. 

Jerry Armstrong, a tobacco spect.- 
later, had the MrNamara biiildlni? 
leased and had the building filled with 
leaf tobacco, which was also a total 
losa The stock was valued at 96,000, 
and was fully eovered by insurance. 
The three warehouses that were burn- 
ed were partially covered by insurance. 

These buildings were in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the E. O. Eshei- 
by Tobacco Co.'s big new building. 

This building and several in the 
immediate nelghlMrhood were severely 
scorched, but were saved by the goo<l 
work of the fire department without 
nny material damage. 

The loss on the buildings is estimat 
ed to be about fStOOO. and the amount 
of insnraneo la not known. 



Sued Per Millions. 



Aetien Entered Against the Southern 
Paolfle Railway Co. 

Louisville, Ky., May 12.— Suit was 
entered Monday afternoon in the coun- 
ty court by Revenue Agent W. I>. Wel- 
ler, Jr.. against the Southern Pacific 
Co. for nearly 93,000,000 claimed to be 
due for taxes, with 20 per cent, pen- 
alty added for non-payment, on the 
company personalty for the past five 
years. 

The suit was filed by Maj. D. W. 
Sanders and Attorney Wm. B. Thomas, 
who represent Weller. 

The petition states that, although 
tlie Southern Padfle Co. Is a Kentucky 
corporation, it has never been taxed 
here on its personalty; in fact, it has 
never hfen assessed. It is claimed that 
its personalty in 1898 was valued at 
975.000,000, and in the succeeding 
years it has increased until in 1902 it 
was valued at 992,290,600. 

W. B. Thomas, one of Mr. Weller's 
attorneys, says the suit is not an at 
tempt to tax the stock or property of 
the Southern Pacific Co. itself, but is 
an attempt to tax the stock of other 
corporations which is owned by the 
Southern Pacific Co. Mr. Thomas 
holds that all Southern Pacific prop- 
erty is taxable in this state, and not 
elsewhere.

Traversed tho Beautiful Santa Clara 
Valley After Ceeeaing the SanU 
Crux Mountain*— Saw a 
Grove of Sequoias. 

San Jose, Cel.. May 12.— President 
Roosevelt Monday traversed the beau- 
tiful Santa Clara valley after croesing 
the Santa Cms mountains and Mon- 
day night slept in his car In San Jose. 
From Del Monte the president circled 
around Monterey bay to Santa Cruz, 
then crossed the coast range, halting 
long enough on the way to see a grove 
of sequoias, passed up the Santa Clara 
valley through vast fields of sweet 
peas and verdant orchards to the me- 
tropolis of the prune industry to San 
Jose, ancient capital at tho cooatry of 
California. 

Bhithnsiastic receptions greeted the 
president at every station. People 
came from miles around to see the 
head man of the nation. The presi- 
dent was almost astcmlshed at the 
beauties of the region which he trav- 
ersed. At San Jose great preparations 
had been made for the reception of the 
president. Flowers had been cast 
broadcast and women carried loads of 
blossoms to the special train. Every 
nook of the president's car was piled 
high with gorgeous, sweet fiowers, and 
Monday night Mr. Roosevelt slept in a 
rich bed of petals and oriental dtstil- 
iations. 

At Santa Cruz thousands of school 
children waved Sags and cheered. 
Flowers were strewn about in profus- 
ion and the buildings were masses of 
colors. 

A special train bore the presidential 
paity to a grove of big trees at Felton, 
In the foothills. There an open air 
luncheon was served by a score of Cal- 
ifornia's beautiful yoUng women. 

Then some one told the president 
that the Spanish beans served at the 
luncheon had been cooked by Mrs. J. 
.M. Ocsctterest. mother of 34 rliildren. 
Roosevelt laughed heartily and said 
that Mrs. Gesetterest should be elected 
president of some society, he did not 
know exactly what one. 

The reception committee at San 
Jose took Mr. Roosevelt for a drive 
through the valley. Through miles 
of prune, peach, apricot, cherry, nec- 
tarine, plum and pear orchards, 
through winding lanes of fig trees, 
olive ran<Aee and vineyards, over 
sprinkled and paved roads, under the 
glistening white dome of Lick observ- 
atory on Mount Hamilton the caval- 
cade rode wbile the president saw 
more fruit than he had eiver seen be- 
fore. But all was green except for 
cherries, and of these he ate a plenty.

On« 
element antagonizes the feature glv 
ing the United States perpetual con 
trol, another urges that the Indemnlt) 
and annuity is not sufficient and th« 
third element consists of revolution 
ary ppirita '.vho fear that with the Co 
lombian treasury enriched by $10,000.' 
000 the government's strength will he 
so increased as to destroy all hope of 
success from any revolutionary movo 
ment. Mr. Herran, the Colombis 
charge d'affaires here, is without ofll- 
cial information regarding the attitude 
of a majority of the members elect tc 
the congress. 

When the Colombia congress is con- 
vened. June 20, there will be Just one 
month for consideration of the treaty 
and such other matters as may be 
call('(l before it by the president, as 
the regular session meets July 20. It 
the president sends the treaty to con- 
gress first under Colombia's rulee of 
proceedure no other subject can be 
considered until that is disposed of. 
Reorganization of the finances is the 
next most important matter before the 
Colombian government, and as tiie de- 
termination of the question of the 
treaty has an important bearing on the 
finances it is assumed here that the 
treaty will be sent to congress first 
in order that it may be known wheth- 
er the government's flnanc<>s are to be 
enriched by the addition of $10,000,000 
or whether the congress must pro- 
ceed on the basis of the government's 
present financial condition.
